The present invention is directed to a member's registration system in which a 
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user pre-stores his personal information and then when he wants to register with a 
service provider, his information is read from his PC storage device (avoids the re- 
typing of the information) and it is transmitted to the computer of the service provider's 
computer. In return the service provider transmits a member identification information 
and an icon of the retail store and this information is stored in the user's storage device 
(the service provider publicize their presence in the computer of the customer). 



The closest prior art are: Hunt et al.(US 6,496,855) discloses the user using a 
registration agent web site, RAS as an intermediary to register with service providers. 
RAS receives the member registration information as well as the member's identification 
information an passwords for the particular service providers and stores the information 
received from the service providers. 

Article titled "Missing the Internet boat?" by Pete Hisey discloses Online 
registering users with credit card companies. 

Giovannoli (WO 97/31322) discloses broadcasting goods and/or services to 
buyers who are members of the system. The buyers become members of the system 
by filling out an application with the system. 

With respect to independent claims 2, 9 and 15 the references do not teach " 
storing said member identification information in the storage device storing said 
personal information for the customer in advance; receiving, from said computer 
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of said product or service provider an icon of said product or service provider, 
and for storing said information concerning said product or service provider and 
the icon of the product or service provider in the storage device; and displaying, 
on a display device, an image in which icons of product or service providers, to 
which said customer has been registered as a member, are located in a virtual 
town of the said customer.
